She then appears to have 
‘written the pathetic letter to her hus- 
band telling him that she was ill and 
commending him and the children to 
the care of God. The next day she ap- 
rs to have gone to a clerk in a sta- 
tionery store and had him write the 
letter signed G. A. Brown,“ telling of 
the déath and burial of Mrs Gardner.

LIQUOR LEGISLATION. | 


The Privy Council: Discusses the 
Matter of Jurisdiction. 
(RBGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
LONDON, Aug. 6—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) The ‘judicial committee of the 
privy council today resumed the hear- 
ing of the provincial prohibition ap- 
peal to decide whether the power to 
pass prohibitory liquor legislation be- 
longs to the Federal or the Provincica 
authorities in Canada. The ‘hearin 
was adjourned on Friday last until 
today, at the finish of the argument 
of F. B. Newcomb on behalf of the 
Dominion of Canada. The appeal is 
against a judgment of the Supreme 
Court of Canada, January 15, 1895, and 
questions touching upon the right to 
prohibit the manufacture and sale of 

intoxicating liquors is also raised. 

The Rt. Hon. Sir Edwin Blake, 8 1 5 

P., Who is watching the case in 
interest of the Brewers’ and Distillers’ 
Association of Ontario, occupied the 
whole day in arguing that the appeal 
should be dismissed. Blake contended 
that the Northern America act gave 
the Dominion Parliament exclusive 
control of the regulations of trade and 
commerce through the Dominion.

ane Washington Grand Jury wan 
Investigate Miss Flagler. — 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—There is no 
doubt whatever now that the grand 
jury which will meet in September will 
take cognizance of the killing of Ernest 
Green by Miss Flagler, the daughter of 
Brig. Gen. Flagler, U. S. A. From 
statements made by members of the 
coroner’s jury which discharged her 
from custody, they did so on the ground 
that the shooting had not.been attended 
with murderous intent and that when 
they rendered their verdict it was the 
general belief that the grand jury 
should take the matter of ne indict- 
ment under consideration, as that body 
was in a better position to ascertain the 


facts and the law in such cases as ey’ 


had to dispose of. 

One of the members of the jury ini 
made a stdtement that after the verdict 
had been made up and signed by the 
jury the attorney for Miss Flagler was 
admitted to the jury-room and permit- 
ted by the coroner to Amend the ver- 
dict so as to completely exonerate Miss 
Flagler and relieve her from further in- 
vestigation by the grand jury.

DR. STEWART’S FAMILY.

HAVANA EXCITED. 


The Expedition of Gen. Quesada Sets 
Cubans on Edge. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—A dispatch from 
Havana says that there has been un- 
usual excitement there. Groups of men 
gathered in public places everywhere, 
eagerly discussing the war news. The 
event of deepest interest is the reported 
landing of Gen. Quesada and his exten- 
sive expedition. It is given out that he 
disembarked near Nuevitas and that, 
in order to divert Spanish attention 
from the coast, Gen. Maceo attacked 
several towns simultaneously. Gen. Go- 
men is said to have been guarding the 
coast to protect the landing of the ex- 
pedition. The insurgents are now anx- 
iously awaiting another expedition 
which is thought to have left Jamaica 
several days ago. 

‘Gen. Prats, the military governor of 
Matanzas, is said to have become vio- 
lently insane. He had been very de- 
spondent on account of his fruitless at- 
tempts to suppress the recent insurrec- 
tions in his jurisdiction. 

Gen. Campos has: cabled to the home 
government not to wait till September, 


but to send the thirty thousand reserve 


troops as quickly as possible. They are 
expected this month.

SUMMING 


Horr and Harvey on the 


The Points Made by the Two 
Disputants, 
Each Claims He Has Gained a 


Victory Over His Op- 
ponent. 


“Silver Diek“ Gets Control of the 
Missouri Convention—The Fort 
Worth Camp- meeting — The 
Free Silverites Convene. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 


CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—Following is the 


summing up of the Horr-Harvey de- 
bate made by the principals them- 
selves. The summary 5 Roswell G. 
Horr says: 

“The object of this debate was to de- 
termine if it would be wise for our na- 
tion to throw open its mints to the 
tree coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1, when the civilized nations of 
the world refused to join in such ac- 
tion. My opponent proposed to prove 
that such course is advisable, and un- 
dertook to do it on the lines laid down 
in ‘Coin’s Financial School.’ I denied 
the advisability of such action, and 
attacked the teachings of that book 
from the title page to the close. The 
debate is finished, and how does the 
case stand? 

“Mr. Harvey admits that the book is 
pure fiction. He repudiates its motto 
by declaring that it does not mean 
what it says. His statement that pri- 
mary money only is the measure of 
value he has not even attempted to 
sustain, though his proof has been 
called for repeatedly. 


“His statement that the people of 


the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries 
were in the most ‘degraded condition 
of serfdom and slavery’ on account of 
the lack of metallic money has been 
completely demolished. . 

“He based his whole argument on the 
proposition that the silver dollar was 
in 1792 made the only unit of measure 
of value: I have shown conclusively 


that our forefathers attempted to 
establish bimetallism and provided for 


two units of value, one of gold and 
one of silver, always naming gold 


first, and that up to 1834 the silver 


standard alone was used; that after 
the gold standard came into use, and 
since that the silver dollar has never 
for a day been used as the measure of 
value in the United States. No nation 
has ever succeeded in actually using 
two standards at the same time. 

“Mr. Harvey next based his case 
upon the assumption that the law of 
1873 was a crime, and stated that it 


had its origin in fraud and its birth. 


He 


placed himself upon four propositions 


to prove his case: 
“First—He claimed that the Con- 


gresses of the United States were pur- 


chased; that the passage of the bill 
was procured by the money capitalists 
of this and other nations.

“Mr. Harvey’s statement that free 


coinage creates ‘unlimited demand’ is 
not true, because there can be an un- 
limited demand for no human produc- 


tions. 


“He asserts that the option of the 
debtor to pay in either metal causes the 
cheaper metal to be used. This is true. 
But such option does not restore its 
relative commercial value. . On the 


‘contrary, it drives the dear metal out 


of use, just as it has done in Mexico 
and other countries where the cheaper 
metal is today the sole currency, and 
is increased in value not one iota. The 
other doctrine of Mr. Harvey is that 
the free coinage of silver in this coun- 
try on the old ratio of 16 to 1, the old 
price of silver, as compared with gold, 
will be restored.

It is the only way to secure a stable 
measure of value and thus maintain 
practical bimetallism. It is based on 


seiéntific principles, and wherever at-

“The gold unit is not responsible for 
the fall in prices. The prices of labor 
and property, when taken together, 
have not declined.

“Mr. Harvey utterly fails to show a 
fall in the price of a single article 
which is not fully accounted for by 
cheaper cost of production, improved 
transportation, or increased. supply.

As gold measures the value of com- 
modities, wages and land, so. wages, 
lends and commodities measure 0 
value of gold.

MISSOURI CONQUERED. | 

~-PERTLE SPRINGS (Mo.,) Aug. 6.— 
Free ‘silver, has. conquered in Missouri 
as it did in Illinois, and the fears ex- 
pressed late last night and early this 
morning that there would be strife and 
turmoil in today’s convention were not 
borne out. 

The so-called gold or sound money” 
advocates were so overwhelmed by the 
superior generalship and numerical 
strength of the free-silver leaders and 
forces that they made but a very faint

white-metal adhérents. Bland said in 
opening the convention that the Demo- 
-crats of Missouri had assembled to 
adopt resolutions for the free coinage 
of silver, and to select a State commit- 
tee which would be in sympathy with 
the popular will, and, how well his 
prophecy was carried out the result of 
today’s convention tells.

The report of the Committee on Per- 
manent Organization, which practic- 
ally snows under the old committee, 
Was adopted with but one or two dis- 
senting voices.

A Young Man of a Ga Family 
Proves to be a Plain 
Barglar. 


A Series of Robberies at North At- 
tleboro ia Traced to 
Him, - 


His House Was Lined with Postage 
Stamps and Railroad Tickets— 
Plander of Almost Every 
Sort and Déscription.

PROVIDENCE R. I.) Aug. 6.— 
(Special Dispatch.) For a whole year, 
or during his entire freshman. term, 
all boys at Brown University have 
wondered where Benjamin Jones got 
money. He was reputed to be the 
fastest gambler in the college. He 
played poker recklessly, made bets of 
$50 without turnig a hair. and gave 
champagne suppers to young women, 
whom he used to escort to college ba:1 
Bamés. Still they were not suspicious 
of him, because they. knew he was con- 


j nected with some of the best families 


in the city and high in banking circles. 
But it is all explained now that Jones 
is in Attleboro Jail, charged with an 
array of crimes ‘that would appall a 
criminal with half a century’ career in 
wickedness. 

Two months ago officers of North At- 
tleboro were puzzled by a series of rob- 
beries.

Hydrophobia: Cause and Effects. 
(Vogue:) 80 great ig the popular 


dread of hydrophobia that a slight de- 


rangement of the dog's nervous system 
is often mistaken for symptoms of 


rabies, while a dog in convulsions, in

. 
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an epileptic fit, or stricken with apo- 
plexy may be shot as mad—particu- 
larly if it be hot weather —before there 


is a chance of determining the nature 


of his disease. 


A dog may have a fit from overexer- 
tion in the heat 


of the sun, from neu- 
raigic pains, or from toothache, from 
meningitis, excessive fright, parasites 
in the nose or brain, acute ear disease, 
or from the distress of being lost in a 
large city or, if a female, of being de- 
prived of her whelps. Recently it has 
been shown that mental distress has 
the power to give a dog diabetes. It 
stands to reason that so sensitive an an- 
imal should never be unduly excited. 

On no account allow one dog to see 
another in a fit. The suffering dog 
should have his head wet and should be 
‘Kept for a time in a dark, quiet place, 
free from all excitement. In most 
ses of convulsions a small dose of 
bromide of potassium will do great 
good. Hydrophobia, considered as a 
canine disease, is decidedly a misnomer. 
The proper term for canine madness is 
rabies. The rabid dog has no fear of 


specific disease of the nervous system. 
In all cases there is an intense inflam- 
mation of the brain and spinal marrow, 
ending in a loss of function, which is a 
‘result common to inflamed glands, The 


‘mucous glands. of the stomach and 


‘bowels, the liver, the pancreas, and the 
kidneys are all more or less injetted 
with blood; but the sali® ~- glands are 
especially affected, and {secretion of 
saliva is greatly increased. There is 
the furious or maniacal form of rabies 
and the paralytic. The paralytic is 
known as dumb rabies. 3 
Absolutely typical cases of either 
form are as rare as is the disease. 
- Epileptical convulsions are due to an 
irregular discharge of the nerve cells. 
They oceur unexpectedly, are of varia- 
ble duration, and the spasms are of two 
kinds. A prolonged muscular contrac- 
tion is called tonic spasm. Following 
the tonic spasm are the clonic spasms, 
which consist of alternate contraction 
and relaxation. The dog, like the hu- 
man subject, will froth at the mouth 
and bite the tongue. Epilepsy may be 


hereditary or may be due to teething 


and worms. ; 
Apoplexy differs greatly from epilep- 
sy. The convulsions are not prominent: 
the pupils of the eyes are either con- 
tracted or dilated; there is long-contin- 
ued unconsciousness and more or less 
Meningitis, so often mistaken for 
rabies, is very different still. The tem- 


it is not in rabies; the dog snaps, but 
shows no tendency to bite, and there is 
no particular bark and howl combined 
although the dog’s voice is high pitched. 
Phrenitis is a simple inflammation of 
the brain. It is sometimes a complica- 
tion of distempers, and is the only dis- 
order which resembles rabies. It gen- 
erally occurs in the hottest weather. 
The dog cannot propagate phrenitis by 
salivary inoculation. = 

“Hydrophobia in. human beings,’ 
says a writer, “results from accidents of 
A nervous order, sometimes mortal, 
sometimes curable, according as they 
derive from disorders analogous to te- 
tanus (lockjaw) produced by a wound 
or from purely mental disorders.” Ac- 
cording to Dr. Caffe, spontaneous rabi- 
form hydrophobia is the only rabies 
that exists, and that is a moral rabies.” 
Before M. Pasteur’s system was in- 
vented about nineteen persons annually 
were officially reported to have died of 
hydrophobia. Now, strange as it may 
seem, the number of persons who an- 
nually report themselves bitten by 
rabid animals averages from fifteen 
hundred to two thousand. Rabies is a 
rare disease, rarer today than in the 
past, and hydrophobia is more or less a 
form of hysteria. 
Were there less talk about it it would 
be better for the community. A little 
more knowledge of our nervous system, 
a little less ignorance of the dog’s, and 
we shall be far more likely to escape 
hydrophobia entirely than to die from 
it or to be saved by inoculation.

It was very beautiful for this season of 
the year, and packed in the height of 
style. They were withdrawn at $1.60, 
and afterward an effort was made to 
sell them at private sale at that figure. 
y next (August 6,) the 
cargo the steamer Neustria will be sold, 
consisting of 5206 packages, half boxes 
and wholes, Rodis and Sorrentos. It is 
possible that the prices on this cargo 
will be a trifle better, but there is no de- 
mand at all for these late Italian or- 
anges. 

The two cars of Riverside oranges 
sold today averaged about $1.75 per box.

LIBERTY AND LICENSE. 


There is freedom in this country, 
freedom of speech and of action, a 
great deal of it, and it may be hon- 
estly questioned if in some respects 
we have not more liberty than is alto- 
gether good for us. Let us take, for 
instance, that great rebellion which 
was organized last summer by Debs, 
that archconspirator against society 
as constituted under law—a man with 
blood upon his hands, and who cannot 
escape the responsibility of causing 
the suffering and want and wretched- 
ness that has been felt in hundreds of 
homes as a result of that causeless 
strike, and look at him as we see him 
in jail, a criminal, a man who has out- 
raged law and urged men on to deeds 
of violence and wrong, and who yet. is 
permitted to speak from his prison 
cell, and promulgate his denunciations 
of the justice which sentenced him for 
his misdeeds, and to urge his dupes on 
to further action and greater dissatis- 
faction with existing social conditions. 

Liberty of speech is one of the fun- 
damental principles of American free- 
dom, and is the glory and pride and 
strength of a government like our own, 
but when that liberty is accorded the 
criminal for the sole purpose of stir- 
ring up strife, of strengthening law- 
lessness, and of creating a sentiment 
that is prejudicial to the public weal, 
does it not partake too much of the 


The country 
has suffered too much from these bla- 
tant demagogues, and at least a small 
amount of the boasted liberty of the 


against these generators of strife, and 
when men like Debs are placed where 
they belong, belting prison bars, they 
should be refused the privilege of is-

When a man's violation of law has 
placed him behind prison bars, he 
should be, for the time being, dead to 
the world.

O’Dea Makes a Lively Time for the

It is not often that a court of justice 
is disgraced by a scene like that which. 


Township Court yesterday afternoon. 
It was at the close of the farcical pro-

‘The charge of assault. with a deadly 
weapon was absurd in itself, and each 
fresh bit of evidence in the case. accentu- 
ated the ludicrous vindictiveness which 
caused the arrest of a nine-year-old 
child on a criminal charge, when a 
sound thrashing would have best fitted 
as a punishment of his offense. 

When the evidence was all in, and it 
was clearly shown that all there was in 


the case was that a naughty little boy 
had stolen some apples and had struck 
the elderly woman who tried to take 
them away from him. Deputy District 
Attorney Williams rose to make the ar- 
8 for the prosecution, Judge 
oung interrupted him and declined to 
hear the argument, as too much time 
had already been consumed over a case 
47 he would dismiss without further 
elay.

This rate is 
about 10 cents higher than last year’s 
rate, the additional expense being in 
the provision of funds for the purchase 
of the old County Jail for city use. The 
money to be raised will be apportioned 
as follows: General fund, $9113.60; 
street fund, $4556.80; waterworks fund, 
$6468.76; libraty fund, $1366.44.

Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
board that for the school year of 1896-7 
applications of university, normal 
school and high school graduates 
should be preferred to those of married 
women. 
‘Mrs. F. B. Daley, of the Board, who 
was herself one of the most competent 
teachers employed in the city schools, 
espoused the cause of the married 
women 80 vigorously that the resolu- 
tion was permitted to lie on the table. 
Mrs. Daley said that it offered a prem- 
ium to divorce and discredited mar- 
riage, and she insisted that if married 
women must go that married men 
should share the same fate. 

Just before the resolution was pre- 
sented, Mrs. Anna G. Pierce had been 
elected to fill a vacancy in the primary 


grade. 

The Board attempted to elect an in- 
structor for the business department, 
but a deadlock resulted and the va- 
cancy is still unfilled. W. D. Tubbs of 
Ontario and E. C. Lockard were the 
leading candidates, but no one had a 
majority. 

-Supervising Principal Kirk was in- 
atructed to make such changes in the 
teaching force as he might deer best. 
The Board récommended that Mrs. 
Nellie Aitken be transferred to the 
grade at F street. 

The opening of the city schools had 
been fixed for September 16, but on ac- 
count of the proposed fiesta in honor of 
Mexican independence, the opening of 
the term was postponed one week, until 
September 23. 

THE BODY FOUND. 

There is no longer any doubt about 
the fate of William H. Clark, whose 
disappearance was announced in yes-. 
terday’s correspondence. He was 
drowned in the Santa Ana River. His 
body was found this forenoon, and will 
arrive in this city during the night or 
early in the morning. About 2:30 o’clock 
this afternoon word was telephoned 
from Bear Valley that the body had 
been discovered. Word was sent to 
Clark’s mother, who came to the tele- 
phone and was informed that the grue- 
ame discovery had been made this 
forenoon. According to the news sent 
from Bear Valley the past three days 
had been spent in dragging the Santa 
Ana River, but without sutcess. Yes- 
terday afternoon the searchers re- 
solved to divert the stream and turned 
it out of its course. When the water 
below this temporary dam had run 
down, Clark’s body was found in a lit- 
tle eddy or pool at one side of the 
stream, into which the current had 
swept it. The place at which the body 
was found is about three miles below 
Seven Oaks. At that point the trail 
leads across a foot-log, and it is sup- 
posed that the treacherous log turned 
while Clark was walking across, and he 
was thrown in the water below. The 
place is where the trail leading from 
Mill Creek to Deer Creek crosses the 
Santa Ana River. A range of moun- 


-tains separates these streams, and the 


Santa Ana River at the point of cross- 
ing is both deep and rapid. j 
William Hiram Clark was a native of 


‘Utah. He was 37 years of age, and 
nad been a resident of this county for 


many years. He had been recently en- 
‘gaged in mining, and was at one time 


on the police force of this city. He was 


married, but for some time he and his 


‘wife had lived apart.
